The four greatest Generals produced 
by the great civil war on the national 
side were Grant, McPherson, Sherman 
One of the most pleas- 
ant memories of American history is 
and will forever be the fact that be- 
tween these fou! t commanders 
there was never ow of jealousy 
orenvy. Itis the highest honor that 
Grant ever received from men’s judg- 
ment of admiration—that\ these three 
able captains all willingly, and always 
looked up to him as their superior. 
McPherson, fell in battle before 
the splendor of his abilities 
could attract the world’s attention, but 
in his death Grant, as he declared, lost 
one of the greatest—perbhaps the very 
--of his lieutenants. Sheridan, 
as is right of his Irish blood, had the 
fiercest spirit in battle; Sherman the 
greatest invention in conncil, while Mc- 
Pherson could fight with the one and 
plan with the other, but they all ad- 
mitted, because they knew and felt, 
that “the silent gray-eyed man’’ was 
greaterthan they. ‘‘Why,’’ I asked 
Gen. Sherman once, ‘‘did you and 
Sheridan always acknowledge Grant to 
be your leader?’’ ‘‘Because,’’ he re- 
sponded, in his quick, idiomatic man- 
ner, ‘‘while I could map out a dozen 
plans tor a campsign, every one of which 
Sheridan would swear he could fight ont 
to victory, neither he nor I could 
tell which of the plans was the best 
one; but ant, who simply sat and 
listened and smoked while we had been 
talking over the maps, would at the end 
‘of our talking tell us which was the best 
plan, and in a dozen or two words the 
reason of his decision, and then it 
would all be soclear to us that he was 
right, that Sheridan and I would look 
ateach other and wonder why we had 
not seen the. advantage of it ourselves. 
I tell you,’’ he continued after a mo- 
ment’s pause, ‘‘Grant is not appreciated 
yet. The military critics of. Europe are 
too ignorant of American geography to 
appreciate the conditions 6f his cam- 
paigos. What is it to march an army 
from Berlin to Paris? Look atthe 
shortness of the distance. Look at the 
multitude of roads. Look at the facil- 
ities of transportation. Consider how 
many times the same ground has been 
fought over by successive commanders. 
Is not every point of vantage known? 
What commander can blunder where all 
the conditions lie open to his eye? But 
I have seen Grant pian campaigns for 
500,000 troops along a front line 
2500 muiiés in length, and send 
them marching to their objective 
points, ibrough sections where the 
surveyor’s chain was never drawn, and 
where the commissariat necessities 
alone would have broken down any 
transportation system of Europe; and 
three months later I have seen those ar- 
mies standing where he said they should 
be and what he planned accomplished; 
and I give 1t as my military opinion 
that General Grant is the greatest com- 
mander of modern times, and with him 
only three others can stand-—Napoleon,- 
Wellington and Moltke.”

THE BATTLE WITH THE BUGS. 


What Orchardists Shonld Do—Pro- 
posed Legislation. 

A gentleman residing at San Ga- 
briel, who is in a position to un-- 
derstand the insect-pest question, 
in a letter to a friend in this 
city, urges the importance of im- 
mediate action by the orchardists, pre- 
paratory to the compulsory measures to 
be enforced by the Board of Supervisors. 
Sprinkling machines should be pro- 
cured and pat in order, and every large 


orchardist be prepared to clean 
his trees. As soon as _ coun- 
sel can assure the Supervisors 


that an effective ordinance, which will 
stand fire, can be passed by them, it is 
probable that they will act. Their 
action will probably be to appoiut Com- 
missioners with compulsory power, and 
they will order owners of infested 
orchards to disinfect. It is feared that 
there may be much delay after such 
orders are issued for want of the 
requisite number of machines. There 


should be at least one in the 
hands of an_ efficient man 0of 
some experience in veach  uneigh- 


borhood whv will spray orchards by 
contract or by the day for the benefit of 
small holders who may not be able to 
buy an cutfit or wish to do so. Prom- 
inent fruit-growers all over’ the 
county should ‘meet and organize in 
their respective districts to fight the 
terrible pests which threaten the de- 
struction of their property.

The Times has received the following 
interesting and important statement 
from Colonel J. J. Warner: 


As there have been fears entertained 
that the production of California 
oranges may be in excess of their de- 
mand for consumption, I send you the 
following statement in the hope tbat it 
may in some measnre allay those fears. 

On the 25th ult. I sent a box of 
Riverside oranges to the wife of Chief 
Justice Waite at Washington, D.C. On 
the 4th inst. she writes me: ‘‘The 
oranges arrived on Saturday evening 
and we are enjoying them very much. 
They are very beautiful and delicious 
to the taste. I took a basket full of 
them to Mrs. Field, and she appeared 
much pleased. I also sent some to 
your friend, Mr. West, Commissioner 
of the District, I have not seen him, 
but his daughter said they were deli- 
cious. We are having sucha good time 
ovor them. They are quite equal to 
Florida oranges. It seems as if there 
could not be too many oranges raised in 
California (unless the transportation is 
too high) as they come into the market 
after the Fioridas are gone. We get 
nothing eatable in that line from the 
South now. Our markets at this time 
are supplied from the Mediterranean.’’ 

As snmmer time, the season of warm 
weather, is that in which the desire to 
eat oranges is the greatest, and as the 
California orange can remain upon the 
trees without wuch loss until the sum- 
mer months, it can have no competitor, 
except from the distant shores of the 
Mediterranean. As the cost of trans- 
portation will in all probability be con- 
tinually lessening, there is sufticient 
reason for the belief that as the years 
roll on the orange crop of California 
will be more and more ‘remunerative to 
the producers. .
